Statesman Who Played 
For a Saint... Claimant 


To French Throne 


LTHOUGH Henry = Cheron 

achieved certain prominence 
in the French Chamber of 
Depu.ies and the Senate and 
held various cabinet posts under 
cuch distinguished Cabinet 
ahiefs as Clementeau, Briand, 
Poincare and Tardieu, he will 
probably retain a place in his- 
tcry as the boy accumpanist ia 
ps calm Singing of Saint Therese, 
the Little Flower. 

corn in Lisieux, Normandy. in 
1867, Henry Cheron, as a boy 
Playcd with Therese Martin, one 
ct his neighbors. The girl play- 
mate entered the Carmelite 
convent at Lisieux and subse- 
cnently became Saint Therese 
The Cheron boy, an expert har- 
monica and organ player, of- 
fered played as accompanist 
while the saintly, little girl sanz. 

In manhood, Cheron has 
shewn decided leanings toward 
the left, but he never entirely 
forgot his childhood associations 
and on religious matters, he has 
e'ways made it a point to defend 
tne church’s interests in Parlia- 
ment. He served as Mayor otf 
Iisteux, his home town from 

694 to 1908. .Then he entered 
the national political scene and 
served in various capacities. 

Beneath a debonnair manner, 
Eicnry Cheron hides a_ very 
‘rong personality. a valuable: 
peritage of the Normandy race 
f.om which he is descended. To 
the qualities of a keen finesse 
and tireless parience, he adds a 
dine-s and consistency of 
cws that have often been called 
faitht i) stubbornness. 

Charecd by Tardieu, President 
of the Counsel, convened at the 
Chamber of Deputies to defend 
the budget in i930 against 
cemavgogic excesses of the left 
party, Cheron proved a slave to 
commands. He filled his mission 
vith the tenacity of a typical 
Norman tiller of the land saving 
his property. When he finally 
ieli through the blows of his ad- 
vVersarics, he caused the entire 
cabinet to go down into the dust 
vith him.

HIS is the story of an Eng- 

ishman who may be the 
rightful heir to the throne of 
France, but who candidly admits 
that he has no intention ‘of 
spending either time or money 
te press his claim. 

It appears that years ago an 
aunt of Lord Newborcugh, was so 
fiimiy impressed with a certain 
legend that she spent a great 
deal of time trying to establish 
‘he Newborough claim to the 
French throne. To date. though 
there are documents to. stio- 
stentiate his claim in the Vati- 
can, Lord Newborougn has done 
nothing about it. 

According to the legend, 
through an exchange of babies 
1773, a jailer’s son was passed 
at a town in Northern Italy tn 
off as a prince. He afterwards 
became Louis Philippe. King of 
“ijance. The other baby in the 
exchange was the daughter of 
the Duke and Duchess of Char- 
tres. She eventually married the 
then Lord Newborough. while he 
was traveling in Jtaly. If the 
legend is correct, she should 
have been Queen of France and 
the present Newborough family 
are direct descendants. 

The Lord Newhborough who 
now heads the fanly and who 
retuses to get excited or even 
interested in the claim to the 
French throne was born in 1878. 
He’d prefer to spend his time on 
his estate in North Wales, fish- 
ing, hunting, riding and doing 
the many other things which 
make an English géntlemat’s 
life as interesting as that of any 
king.
